en into the system. 
Nevertheless, 


it seems thai 
some parlies 
who 


either do hot know or do not care, 
buy denatured alcohol or wood al- 
cohol from which to. make substi- 
tutes for whiskey. Already, a great 
many, fatalities have occurred from 
drinking these mixtures regardless 
of fhe risk. 
In such cases, the 


only safe course is to assume that 
liquor substitutes containing alcohol 
are all poisonous. The vendors in 
such cases should be dealt with 
as murderers.

The liquor sold in some of the.speak 


casics is bad enough at best, but un 
less taken In excessive quantities, i 
may not kill the person who drinks it. 
hut it is alleged that they have a mix 
ture made from wood alcohol or dc 
naturcd alcohol, one drink of which is 
sufficient to cause death. 


This danger from drinking polsonou 


liquor offered by conscienceless rascal, 
as whiskey is a new menace which was 
not anticipated, and the question arises 
how ;lt is to be met and how peopl* 
will be prevented fropi soiling it o 
drinking. It.. Greater precautions wil 
certainly be necessary. 


The despatches from Chicopee show 


that when the vital character of th 
liquor sold had become known the pq 
lice notified the saloons to stop sell 
Ing: it. "That was rather a pcculia 
proceeding considering the fact tha 
the saloons are not supposed to sel 
liquor of any kind. 


Following Ibis example" perhaps 1 


might be well for the Lowell police t 
notify the saloons in Lowell to sto. 
selling liquor In violation of tho law 
Such a notice woulrl have no effec 
unless followed np by vigorous acttoi 
to stop the business. It will be ncccs 
sary also to exercise the utmost vigil 
ance against bootleggers and speak 
caries^ who mighfbo disposed to pul 
In some easy money by offering poison 
o us liquor for sale, cither in lodging 
houses or In some of the hack alleys. 
•* Thus far three, persons have died li 
Lowell as a result of drinking poison 
oils liquor. It remains

whether the police department will b 
successful In preventing other dcalh 
from a like cause. It seems that Maj- 
or Thompson should command tho po 
lice department to adopt special meas 
ures lo prevent liquor selling In an 
form and especially to prevent any o 
the poisonous stuff being disposed o 
in this city.

ment houses and holels, as Ihc shortage 
of servant labor and various other con- 
ditions have created an unprecedented 
demand for living accommodations In 
.buildings of this description. 
Never 


before has there been such a demand 
for slructur.es of all kinds as exists 
at present. 
During th'e past year the 


population of all our cities has in- 
creased considerably, which, together 
with tremendous 
business expansion 


•nd the large building deficit which 
has existed since 1317, baa created very 
heavy building requirements through- 
out the country. 


'Though the ensuing year will wit- 


ness great activity In tiic building In- 
dustry, this will not bo commensurate 
with the heavy demand, a.s the labor 
situation has not yet become stabilised, 
and production for some time will nec- 
essarily bo far below, demand. . Not 
Tonly Is there a shortage of labor^ di- 
J!*ctly engaged in construction work 
but the stocks of building materials 
•re low. 


During the last 12 months Ihc total 


building and 
engineering opera 


throughout the United States,

.upon contracts awarded, amounted to 
approximately }2.300.000,000. This In- 
cVease was approximately $750,000,000 
"pver 13IS.
